Y IFR TAKE-OFF MINIMUMS AND (OBSTACLE) DEPARTURE PROCEDURES 

Civil Airports and Selected Military Airports 
ALL USERS: Airports that have Departure Procedures (DPs) designed specifically to assist pilots in 
avoiding obstacles during the climb to the minimum enroute altitude , and/or airports that have civil 
IFR take-off minimums other than standard, are listed below. Take-off Minimums and Departure 
Procedures apply to all runways unless otherwise specified. Altitudes, unless otherwise indicated, are 
minimum altitudes in MSL. 

DPs specifically designed for obstacle avoidance are referred to as Obstacle Departure Procedures 
(ODPs) and are described below in text, or published separately as a graphic procedure. If the 
(Obstacle) DP is published as a graphic procedure, its name will be listed below, and it can be found in 
either this volume (civil), or a separate Departure Procedure volume (military), as appropriate. Users 
will recognize graphic obstacle DPs by the term "(OBSTACLE)" included in the procedure title; e.g., 
TETON TWO (OBSTACLE). If not assigned a SID or radar vector by ATC, an ODP may be flown 
without ATC clearance to ensure obstacle clearance. 



Graphic DPs designed by ATC to standardize traffic flows, ensure aircraft separation and enhance 
capacity are referred to as "Standard Instrument Departures (SIDs)". SIDs also provide obstacle 
clearance and are published under the appropriate airport section. ATC clearance must be received 
prior to flying a SID. 

CIVIL USERS NOTE: Title 14 Code of Federal Regulations Part 91 prescribes standard take-off rules 
and establishes take-off minimums for certain operators as follows: (1) Aircraft having two engines or 
less - one statute mile. (2) Aircraft having more than two engines - one-half statute mile. These 
standard minima apply in the absence of any different minima listed below. 

MILITARY USERS NOTE: Civil (nonstandard) take-off minima are published below. For military take- 
off minima, refer to appropriate service directives.

HOT SPOTS 

An "airport surface hot spot" is a location on an aerodrome movement area with a history or potential risk of collision or 
runway incursion, and where heightened attention by pilots/drivers is necessary. 

A "hot spot" is a runway safety related problem area on an airport that presents increased risk during surface operations. 
Typically it is a complex or confusing taxiway/taxiway or taxiway/runway intersection. The area of increased risk has 
either a history of or potential for runway incursions or surface incidents, due to a variety of causes, such as but not 
limited to: airport layout, traffic flow, airport marking, signage and lighting, situational awareness, and training. Hot spots 
are depicted on airport diagrams as open circles or polygons designated as "HS 1", "HS 2", etc. and tabulated in the list 
below with a brief description of each hot spot. Hot spots will remain charted on airport diagrams until such time the 
increased risk has been reduced or eliminated.

Select the monitor frequency audio only when instructed by ATC to contact the 
tower. The volume levels should be set about the same on both radios so that the pilots will be 
able to hear transmissions on at least one frequency if the other is blocked. 

3. All "Breakouts" are to be hand flown to assure that the maneuver is accomplished in 
the shortest amount of time. Pilots, when directed by ATC to break off an approach, must 
assume that an aircraft is blundering toward their course and a breakout must be initiated 
immediately. 

(a) ATC Directed "Breakouts:" ATC directed breakouts will consist of a turn and a climb or 
descent. Pilots must always initiate the breakout in response to an air traffic controller 
instruction. Controllers will give a descending breakout only when there are no other 
reasonable options available, but in no case will the descent be below minimum 
vectoring altitude (MVA) which provides at least 1 ,000 feet required obstuction clearance. 
The MVA in the final approach segment is 2800 feet north of Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport. 

(b) Phraseology - "TRAFFIC ALERT:" If an aircraft enters the "NO TRANSGRESSION ZONE 
(NTZ)," the controller will breakout the threatened aircraft on the adjacent approach. 
The phraseology for the breakout will be: 

"TRAFFIC ALERT, (aircraft call sign) TURN (left/right) IMMEDIATELY, 
HEADING (degrees), CLIMB/DESCEND AND MAINTAIN (altitude)". 

4. ILS Navigation: Descending on the ILS glideslope ensures complying with any charted 
crossing restrictions. 

5. Exit Taxiway Use: Because of the location of the offset LOC critical area, whenever 
possible, pilots should exit the runway at taxiway A4, 6700 ft or A3, 7700 ft. If practical, 
do not stop on taxiway A between taxiway A3 and taxiway Q. 

Special pilot training required. Pilots who are unable to participate, or dispatchers on their 
behalf, must contact the FAA Command Center prior to departure (1 -800-333-4286 or 
703-904-4452) to obtain an arrival reservation. Non-participating pilots enroute to DTW as 
an alternate, or trained pilots that are unexpectedly unable to participate due to in-flight 
circumstances will be afforded appropriate arrival services as operational conditions 
permit. Non-participating pilots shall notify the Cleveland ARTCC as soon as practical, 
but at least 1 00 miles from DTW.

HOT SPOTS 

An "airport surface hot spot" is a location on an aerodrome movement area with a history or potential risk of collision or 
runway incursion, and where heightened attention by pilots/drivers is necessary. 

A "hot spot" is a runway safety related problem area on an airport that presents increased risk during surface operations. 
Typically it is a complex or confusing taxiway/taxiway or taxiway/runway intersection. The area of increased risk has 
either a history of or potential for runway incursions or surface incidents, due to a variety of causes, such as but not 
limited to: airport layout, traffic flow, airport marking, signage and lighting, situational awareness, and training. Hot spots 
are depicted on airport diagrams as open circles or polygons designated as "HS 1", "HS 2", etc. and tabulated in the list 
below with a brief description of each hot spot. Hot spots will remain charted on airport diagrams until such time the 
increased risk has been reduced or eliminated.

HOT SPOTS 

An "airport surface hot spot" is a location on an aerodrome movement area with a history or potential risk of collision or 
runway incursion, and where heightened attention by pilots/drivers is necessary. 

A "hot spot" is a runway safety related problem area on an airport that presents increased risk during surface operations. 
Typically it is a complex or confusing taxiway/taxiway or taxiway/runway intersection. The area of increased risk has 
either a history of or potential for runway incursions or surface incidents, due to a variety of causes, such as but not 
limited to: airport layout, traffic flow, airport marking, signage and lighting, situational awareness, and training. Hot spots 
are depicted on airport diagrams as open circles or polygons designated as "HS 1", "HS 2", etc. and tabulated in the list 
below with a brief description of each hot spot. Hot spots will remain charted on airport diagrams until such time the 
increased risk has been reduced or eliminated.

LAND AND HOLD SHORT OPERATIONS (LAHSO) 

LAHSO is an acronym for "Land and Hold Short Operations." These operations include landing and holding short 
of an intersection runway, an intersecting taxiway, or other predetermined points on the runway other than a 
runway or taxiway. Measured distance represents the available landing distance on the landing runway, in feet. 

Specific questions regarding these distances should be referred to the air traffic manager of the facility concerned. 
The Aeronautical Information Manual contains specific details on hold-short operations and markings.

HOT SPOTS 

An "airport surface hot spot" is a location on an aerodrome movement area with a history or potential risk of collision or 
runway incursion, and where heightened attention by pilots/drivers is necessary. 

A "hot spot" is a runway safety related problem area on an airport that presents increased risk during surface operations. 
Typically it is a complex or confusing taxiway/taxiway or taxiway/runway intersection. The area of increased risk has 
either a history of or potential for runway incursions or surface incidents, due to a variety of causes, such as but not 
limited to: airport layout, traffic flow, airport marking, signage and lighting, situational awareness, and training. Hot spots 
are depicted on airport diagrams as open circles or polygons designated as "HS 1", "HS 2", etc. and tabulated in the list 
below with a brief description of each hot spot. Hot spots will remain charted on airport diagrams until such time the 
increased risk has been reduced or eliminated.
